$565, the total wealth of France is ca­ 
irn ated at $36,000,000 OOO. England ex­ 
acts in tax<-s $20 per head of popnl jtion, 
while each individual in the United 
States pays bat $1250. America will 
produce 9,000,000 tons of iron this year, 
while England’s greatest production is 
8,600,000 tons.

L o uisville, ICy., March 28.—Shortly 
after 9 o’clock last evening a tornado 
swept over this city wrecking 200 or 300 
houses and killing 20«) people. 
The wind came from the southwest. 
The Union depot at the foot of Sev­ 
enth street was lifted from its founda­ 
tion and turned over into the raging 
torrent of tho Ohio river. 
A. train of cars making up for the 
Louisville Southern road went over with 
the building. 
Falls City hall, on Wost Markot street, 
was wrecked. 
In the hall were over IOO 
people, and but few of thorn escaped 
alive. 
Many buildings after falling caught 
fire and the inmates were burned. 
G. E . Johnston, a teleg ra p h operator, 
who was an eye witness, says: 
“The cyclone struck Louisville in the 
southwestern portion and took a north­ 
easterly direction. I only saw the course 
of it from Fourteenth and Walnut to 
Eleventh and Market streets. From this 
latter point it followed its course to 
Seventh street and the river, where it 
left the city and striking across the 
river reached Jeffersonville at the foot 
of Spring street. 
“ Little damage was done in Jefferson­ 
ville, however. 
In Louisville the de­ 
vastation is terrific and the loss of life 
will certainly reach hundreds, if not 
thousands. 
“In one building, at Twelfth and Mar­ 
ket, two lodges and a dancing school 
were in session, there being in tho build­ 
ing perhaps IOO persons, not one of 
whom is thought to have escaped. 
“I stood and watched them working 
on this ruin and saw six or eight corpses 
tantm out in fifteen minutes. 
There is 
scarcely anything left that would indi- 
i cato that this heap of rubbish had ever 
been a building, and if any of its in­ 
mates escaped it was by nothing less 
than a miracle. 
“The path of the cyclone was about a 
square and a half in width. 
All streets 
are blockaded with the debris of fallen 
buildings or telegraph and electric-light 
wires. 
This dispatch is carried around 
the city to the bridge and sent by rail­ 
road wires.’* 


Hundreds Killed ak Metropolis. 
Cairo, III., 
March 28.—A tornado 
struck Metropolis, 111., at 5 o'clock last 
evening, doing great damage to property. 
Many houses were blown down, and It 
is reported that several hundred people 
were killed and injured, but all wires 
are down and it is impossible to get de­ 
tails. 
Metropolis is a town of about 4,000 in­ 
habitants. 
It is situated on the Ohio 
river, which at that point is a broad 
stream now much swollen by tne floods 
which have threatened the towns along 
its banks. 
It is the county seat of 
Massac county, and lies directly south 
of the center of the county. 
This town 
has but one railroad, the Terre Haute, 
which, 
running south 
through 
the 
county, turns at Metropolis and follows 
the course of the Ohio up the river to a 
point opposite Paducah, Ky, There the 
road crosses to the Kentucky side and 
becomes the Newport News A Missis­ 
sippi Valley. 


In the Track of the Storm. 
S t. L ouis, Mo., March 28.—It is re­ 
ported that at Mill Creek, a small sta 
tion twenty-five miles noith of Cairo, 
several houses were blown down and a 
number of people injured. 
Owing to the 
wires being down It is impossible to get 
particulars. 
A special from Coulterville, 111., says 
that town was visited by a disastrous wind 
storm, accompanied by hail the size of 
hen's eggs. 
Davidson Elder’s house was 
wrecked, aud Mrs. John Richmond, Mr. 
Elder’s daughter, 
and Messers. Mc­ 
Cracken and Smith of Nashville, 111., 
who were in the house at the time had a 
miraculous escape, getting off with a 
few bruises and scratches. 
A special from Nashville, 111., says the 
Cyclone struck that place with terrific 
force, and that not a pane of glass i; 
left in a window with western exposure. 
At Little Prairie, a few miles away, 
the storm destroyed the residence ol 
William Rhine and Mr. Rhine was badly 
hurt, his leg and arm being broken. He 
is also internally injured and not ex­ 
pected lo live, 
Two of his children 
were carried a quarter of a mile to the 
home of David Smith. 
They wero un­ 
injured. 
Smith’s house was destroyed 
Ho rushed out with his little girl and a 
tree fell on them, 
Neither is expected 
to live. 
A special from Carbondale, 111., says a 
disastrous cyclone passed through Jack­ 
son county. 
At Graud Tower a coach of 
the Grand Tower A Carbondale railroad 
was blown from the track.

M ic h a e l I I a u e r , Union streets, between 
Burlier and Wright streets. 
Last Tuesday afternoon Franz Sclila- 
dorn and John Freese, two of the men 
employed in the drying-room of the 
starch-house, thought they smelled what 
Teemed to them the odor of burning 
crust. 
As fire is the most dangerous 
element in a starch-mill the two men in­ 
stantly reported their suspicions to the 
superintendent. Dr. Ilaer, who immedi­ 
ately caused a thorough investigation to 
be made. 
It was soon discovered that a small 
blaze had originated in the dry-steam 
coils which surrounded the drying-room. 
These rolls, twenty to thirty in number, 
aro laid horizontally one above the other 
clear around tho room, and are incased 
for greater precaution against fire or 
even superheating in a sheet-iron box 
made perfectly air tight. 
The only opening is at one end, where 
a door has been left,but which is usually 
kept tightly closed. 
When Dr. Baer 
came he opened that door and discovered 
the fire. 
It was only smouldering, and a 
few bucketfuls of water extinguished the 
incipient blaze. 
Wednesday evening went all right, 
hut yesterday afternoon this same odor, 
somewhat stronger and more penetra­ 
ting than before, manifested itself in 
tho drying-room. 
Schladom and Freese 
again went after Supt Baer. 
When he 
came ho proceeded at once to what he 
rightly judged to be the seat of danger. 
The door opening into the steam coils, 
incorrectly called by the employes of 
the refinery “the furnace door,’’ 
was 
thrown open by the doctor. 
Almost 
instantly a tremenduous explosion fol 
lowed. 
It seemed as if the starch-house had 
boon lifted bodily Into the air. 
Th* 
next moment it settled, a crumbling 
mas* of broken 
timbers and 
flying 
bricks. 
It is supposed tho firo of Tues 
day had not been entirely extinguished, 
and that when Dr. Baer opened the gate 
of the sheet-iron casing the superheated 
atmosphere coming Into contact with the 
powder-filled air of the starch-room in 
st ant Iv fired up tho millions of particles 
that filled the room. 
Certain it is that not one of the six­ 
teen or eighteen men in the two rooms 
at the time remember anything about 
the occurrence. 
They heard the explo­ 
sion, that is all. 
When they recovered 
consciousness they were in the labors 
tory of the refinery, where they had 
been carried after being rescued from 
the ruins. 
In less than a minute after the explo­ 
sion took place the .VK) or more employes 
in the refinery were rushing frantically 
down the stairways. 
It is a great won­ 
der nobody was hurt In that mad rush. 
The building is practically devoid of 
easy modes of exits, the stairways being 
rickety wooden affairs, dark and nar­ 
row, and less than four feet wide. 
A 
stream of humanity poured out of the 
building for fifteen minutes after the 
explosion. 
It was fortunate that no 
women were in the building. 
It was still daylight when the accident 
occurred, and it attracted many people 
The starch house juts almost to the 
water’s edge on the south branch of the 
river. 
Tho opposite bank was crowded 
with people. 
It was really the only 
available spot from which to view the 
ruins. 
Another big crowd also assem­ 
bled in front of the office, and another 
crowd stood on the tracks to the north 
of the starch house. 
There was little 
fire among the ruins, but plenty of 
smoke, which at times was blinding. 
The two tiro boats arrived early on the 
scene and did excellent work. 
It was a 
hard blaze to get at, partly owing to the 
inequalities of the ground and partly 
to tho high easterly wind which was 
then blowing. 
Most of the dead bodies 
were not recovered until after dark.
